LEE HARVEY OSWALD 



On July 30, 1964, EVARISTO GILBERTO RODRIGUEZ, 

1239 Chartres Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, was inter- 
viewed at his residence at which time he was referred to 
his previous interview with Special Agents of the FBI on 
Hay 12, 1964. On Hay 12, 1964, RODRIGUEZ had related that, 
as best he could recall, it was in September, 1963, at 
approximately 3:30 a»m. or 4 a.n„, day of the weelc not 
recalled, that two white males entered the Habana Bar and 
sat at a table opposite the center of the bar. At that 
tine RODRIGUEZ had stated that based on photographs he had 
seen of LEE HARVEY OSWALD after the assassination of 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY, he was able to state that 
one of these two men was in his opinion LEE HARVEY OSWALD, 

Oa May 12, 1964, RODRIGUEZ described tho man who accompanied 
the person he believed to be OSWALD as approximately 32 years 
of age and a little taller and perhaps a little heaviez* than 
OSWALD, He added that this individual had a medium build and 
muscular biceps. 

On July 30, 1964, RODRIGUEZ was shown photographs 
of six white males, including the photograph depicted in tho 
President’s Commission Exhibit Number 237," RODRIGUEZ was 
ashed if any of the persons depicted in these photographs 
was identical with the person who had accompanied t.er EARVEY 
OSWALD to the Habana Bar as described by RODRIGUEZ oa May 12, 
1964, RODRIGUEZ viewed each one of tho six photographs slowly 
and carefully and then stated that none of tho men depicted. in 
these photographs was identical with the person who had 
accompanied OSWALD to the Habana Bar on tho occasion described 
by him on May 12, 1934, Ho said he did not recognise the 
persons depicted in those six photographs as persons ho had 
ever seen bofore. 

RODRIGUEZ was thon ashed if any of tho persons depicted 
in these six photographs in any way bore any resemblance to” the 
nan who had allegedly accompanied LEE HARVEY OSWALD to thg Habana 
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Bar as described by RODRIGUEZ cn Lay 12, 1234. Ee again 
reviewed all' sin of these photographs and remarked. that 
the person depicted in one of the photographs (which is 
identical to President’s Commission Exhibit Number 237), 
has shoulders which resemble those of the nan vhea RODRIGUEZ 
had seen with LEE EARVEY OSWALD in the Eabana Bar as ’ 
described by RODRIGUEZ on Hay 12, 1234. RODRIGUEZ stated, 
however, that the person depicted in that photograph 
(identical with President’s Commission Exhibit Humber 237) 
did not resemble the nan RODRIGUEZ had seen with OSWALD in 
tho Eabana Bar in any other way except for the way his hair 
recoded on the sides of his head. 



EODRIC-UEZ then reiterated that the person dopicted 
in the photograph which is identical to the President’s 
Commission Exhibit Humber 237 was pot identical with tho 
nan RODRIGUEZ had seen with LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the Eabana 
Bar. 



In response to inquiry, RODRIGUEZ explained that 
on the occasion when LEE HARVEY OSWALD was seen by RODRIGUEZ 
in the Eabana Bar with another nan, RODRIGUEZ did not clearly 
see the face of the nan who had accompanied LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
to the Eabana Bar, E'T.Ri'GUEZ added that he recalls tho 
physical build of the man who accompanied OSWALD to the 
Eabana Bar better than his face. However, RODRIGUEZ was 
positive that the nan depicted in the photograph which is 
identical to the President's Commission Exhibit Humber 237 
was not identical to tho nan that RODRIGUEZ had observed with 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD in tho Eabana Bar as described by RODRIGUEZ 
to Special Agents of tho FBI on Lay 12, 1234, 
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
